No action has yet been taken toward the naming of the new 
Monterey Peninsula College stadium, it has been found. 

El Yanqui, in its last edition, printed an editorial that it 
hoped would stir up some thought and action on the part of the 
student body. 

Evidently the editorial did succeed in getting people to 
think. Several students came out vehemently in favor of cer- 
tain names for the stadium.) But just as evidently, the editorial 
didn’t stir up any positive action. 

El Yanqui stated that it would like to see the stadium 
dubbed the “Golf Bowl.”
